Would Aid Employment; Food Supply

Early and ‘extensive develop-
ment of California’s land, water
and power resources is essential
if the state is to make room for
its jincreased population, balance
its al economy with its now
industrial expansion, and main-
tain its present high living
standards.

This._thesis, .it.is. understood,
is the basic justification for the
U. 8. Bureau of Reclamation’s
forthcoming program " for the
immediate construction of more
than one-half billion dollars
worth of ' dams, reservoirs,
canals, powerhouses,and other
works in the Central Valley.

The CVP comprehensive Basin
Report, now being reviewed by
the Commissioner of Reclama-
tion and Sccretary of the Inter-
jor, will be sent to Congress
sometime this fall after submis-
sion to Governor Warren and
the Secretary of War for ,com-
ment. In the meantime, it is
learned that a bulwark of econ-
omic data proving the feasibility
of the 15.year program as an
immediate undertaking ‘will ac-
company the report’s engineer-
ing data. Among the arguments
to be presented-to Congress are
that:
